now. 
In the senate itself, the ad­ 
m inistration’s gov ernment reor­ 
ganization bill approached a fi­ 
nal v ote. 
First, howev er, the 
cham ber had to ballot on an 
am endm ent by Senator Wheeler 
(D-Mont) requ iring congression­ 
al approv al of presidential re­ 
organization orders. 
Under the hou se bill, the Pres- 
dent cou ld reorganize, consoli­ 
date or abolish most federal 
agencies by issu ing ex ecu tiv e or­ 
ders which wou ld become effect­ 
iv e in 60 day s u nless disapprov ­ 
ed by both chambers. 
Wheeler argu ed y esterday th at 
affirm ativ e congressional control 
was neessary to retain “demo­ 
cratic parilam entary processes.’ 
He and Senator Ty dings (D-Md) 
directed attention to the rise of 
dictatorship abroad, and Ty dings 
asserted th a t “it is u seless to talk 
abou t democracy gov ernment in 
this cou ntry u nless congress is 
to retain its right to legislate.' 
The senate adopted y esterday 
an am endm ent declaring it to be 
the wish of congress th a t reor­ 
ganization be u tilized to cu t gov ­ 
ernm ent spending. It was a mod­ 
ified v ersion of a proposal by 
Senator By rd (D-Va) calling for 
a drastic cu t in federal ex penses.
